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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1967. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  mid-year  1967  was 
40,230  an  increase  of  790  since  mid  1966. 

The  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  based  on  this  population  figure,  whilst 
for  comparison  with  other  districts  comparability  factors  of  1.02  for  Births 
and  1.15  for  Deaths  are  applied. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  780  and  gave  a 
birth  rate  of  19.38  per  1,000,  the  national  rate  being  17.2.  There  were  41 
more  births,  compared  with  1966. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  419  and  gave  a rate  of  10.41  per  1,000 
as  compared  with  a national  rate  of  11.2.  There  were  32  fewer  deaths  than 
in  1966. 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (compared  with 
10  in  1966)  giving  a rate  of  19.23  as  compared  with  a national  rate  of  18.3. 
Of  the  infant  deaths  seven  occurred  in  the  first  week. 

The  principle  causes  of  death  (all  ages)  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  (17-21  inclusive  in  the  table)  205  of  the  419  total  and 
cancer  70.  Circulatory  deaths  fell  by  31,  cancer  deaths  fell  by  5. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  12  deaths  and  other  accidents  4, 
a total  of  16  deaths  from  accidents  during  the  year,  a reduction  of  7. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  or  polio  in 
the  District,  but  the  need  for  immunisation  of  infants  continues.  There 
were  181  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  which  included  163  cases  of 
measles,  pneumonia  six,  scarlet  fever  five,  dysentery  one,  whooping  cough 
six.  In  addition  there  were  five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Housing  continues  to  occupy  the  active  interest  of  your  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  their  work  of  inspections 
and  enquiries  into  the  environmental  circumstances  of  housing  applications. 
Many  applicants  have  medical  evidence  to  support  their  applications  and 
care  has  to  be  taken  to  prevent  ‘queue  jumping’  in  housing  allocation. 
Much  time  was  spent  in  visiting  the  homes  of  applicants  and  in  checking 
on  conditions.  In  many  cases  adverse  housing  conditions  are  caused  by 
persons  moving  into  unsuitable  accommodation  from  other  districts. 

To  conclude.  Gentlemen,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the  year.  Your  Clerk, 
Mr.  F.  N.  V.  Meredith  and  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  E.  Rogers,  were  always 
helpful;  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  G.  Reidford  has  co-operated  in  every  way  and 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Mr.  D.  R.  George,  Mr.  C.  S.  Wensley  and 
Mr.  A.  E.  Howgate  gave  loyal  support. 

1 am  grateful  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Officials  for  their  generous 
assistance  during  the  year.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
Diphtheria 

Diphtheria  Prophlactic  Antigen  is  issued  free  to  Medical  Practitioners 
for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

All  records  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  forwarded  by 
Medical  Practitioners  or  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  County  Council  now 
provide  for  children  to  be  protected  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  by  the  use  of  combined  Antigen. 

Vaccination 

Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the 
County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  During  the  year  no  Smallpox  contact 
entered  the  area  from  infected  ships  or  aircraft. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection 

In  all  cases  of  .Scarlet  Fever  and  Death  resulting  from  Tuberculosis 
as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered  advisable,  the  houses  of  the 
patients  are  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  steam  disin- 
festation of  bedding,  but  this  hospital  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation  is  maintained.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  notified  Tuberculosis  is  slowly 
declining.  There  were  two  new  cases  compared  with  three  in  1966,  13  in 
1965  and  16  in  1964.  BCG  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  to 
all  children  of  13  years  and  over.  This  service  is  conducted  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  tests  are  done  in  school  with  the  consent  of  the  parents. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951 

These  deal  with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  who 
are  aged,  infirm  or  ill  and  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves. 

Two  cases  were  dealt  with.  One  was  an  aged  blind  woman  living  alone 
in  a Council  house.  She  was  completely  dependent  on  others  for  help  and 
there  was  a risk  of  her  falling  downstairs  or  in  the  fire.  In  the  end  she 
went  into  hospital  voluntarily. 

The  other  case  was  an  aged  man  living  alone  in  a cottage.  He  was 
paralysed,  and  in  need  of  hospital  treatment.  He  also  consented  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  Environ- 
mental Health  Services  for  the  year  1967. 

I wish  to  pay  a sincere  tribute  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  together  with  Dr.  D.  J.  Fraser,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  for  their  help  and  ready  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
health  conditions  of  our  district. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Department  proceeded  steadily 
particularly  in  the  compiling  of  up  to  date  records  relating  to  the  many 
aspects  of  environmental  hygiene. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  1967  and  this  assisted  greatly  in 
achieving  a continuity  of  purpose  within  the  Department,  which  is  so 
essential  if  progress  is  to  be  maintained. 

I especially  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  my  staff  colleagues,  the  Rodent 
Operative,  and  all  employees  in  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  for  their 
helpful  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year.

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OFFEINSiVE  IRADES 


As  indicated  in  the  1966  Annual  Report  the  owners  of  the  Animal 
By-Products  Works  within  this  District  wore  committed  to  the  installation 
of  an  entirely  new  system  or  odour  control  by  chlorination  to  supplement 
the  existing  system  of  condensation.  The  completion  of  this  work  took 
longer  than  was  contemplated  and  the  two  systems  of  chlorination  were 
not  fully  operational  until  16lh  June. 

The  factory  was  ravaged  by  fire  in  the  eaily  hours  of  July  24th  and 
the  extent  of  the  damage  was  assessed  at  approximately  .£90,000.  In  the 
interim  period  between  the  completion  of  the  odour  control  mechanism  and 
the  occurrence  of  the  fire,  the  system  appeared  to  be  working  very  satis- 
factorily for  although  some  complaints  were  received  from  inhabitants  of 
an  adjoining  Authority  the  Inspectors  of  this  Council  were  unable  to 
establish  that  a statutory  nuisance  had  occurred.  The  pattern  of  complaint 
seemed  to  indicate  that  malodour  was  evident  in  the  atmosphere  for  short 
periods  only  and  this  precluded  the  Inspectors  establishing  either  complaint 
or  nuisance,  despite  daily  surveys  in  the  areas  at  risk. 

In  November  planning  permission  was  granted  to  rebuild  that  part  of 
the  factory  which  was  devastated  by  fire  and  the  works  estimated  to  cost 
between  £90,000  and  £100,000  were  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  early  or 
late  June  1968.  Work  on  what  will  be  virtually  a new  factory  was  com- 
menced almost  immediately  upon  planning  consent  being  received,  and  the 
Consultant  had  advised  similar,  though  more  extensive,  methods  of  odour 
control  than  those  used  in  the  old  factory.  It  has  been  stated  that  when 
this  factory  is  completed  it  will  be  among  the  best  equipped  in  terms  of 
odour  control  within  this  country. 

For  my  part  I sincerely  hope  it  will  be  able  to  operate  efficiently  and 
without  giving  rise  to  complaints  from  smell  by  the  inhabitants  in  those 
areas  surrounding  the  factory  which  have  been  at  risk  hitherto.  I am 
convinced  that  this  is  also  the  hope  of  the  owners  of  the  factory. 

The  extent  to  which  supervision  and  investigation  was  given  to  these 
premises  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  185  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 


The  Local  Authority’s  responsibility  for  ensuring  that  the  inhabitants 
of  this  country  have  houses  fit  to  live  in  is  still  a major  one,  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  has  to  make  its  contribution  in  this  function  particularly 
in  relation  to  our  older  homes.  The  Dennington  Report  published  during 
the  year  under  review,  recommended  to  the  Government  a higher  “standard 
of  fitness”  code  than  that  at  present  in  operation  and  we  may  well  see  this 
standard  adopted  in  legislation  introduced  in  1968  or  1969.  If  this  does 
happen  then  a complete  reassessment  of  the  housing  stock  within  this 
District  will  have  to  be  undertaken,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  in  undertaking 
such  a survey,  careful  account  should  be  taken  of  the  need  to  preserve  and 
modernise  old  properties  where  structure  and  environment  are  found  to  be 
conducive,  rather  than  opt  for  large  scale  demolitions.

Where  more  extensive  reconditioning  is  necessary  than  could  be 
obtained  by  using  the  powers  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph  certain 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  are  resorted  to,  but  not  with  the  same 
frequency. 

When  individual  houses  are  deemed  to  be  unlit  for  human  habitation 
and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  expense,  the  action  taken 
IS  related  to  the  particular  circumstances  surrounding  each  of  the  premises 
The  following  alternatives  are  available; — 

(a)  The  Local  Authority  may  make  a Demolition  Order. 

(b)  The  Local  Authority  may  make  a Closing  Order,  where  difficulties 
arise  in  effecting  demolitions,  and  such  an  order  will  prohibit  its 
use  for  living  purposes,  but  can  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the 
building  can  be  utilised. 

(c)  The  Local  Authority  can  accept  an  undertaking  from  the  owner 
that  he  will  not  allow  the  dwelling  to  be  re-occupied  until  he  has 
carried  out  specified  work  which  the  Local  Authority  accept  as 
rendering  the  house  fit.

During  the  year  1967  the  clearance  area  procedure  of  the  Housing  Act 
1957  dealing  with  the  groups  of  unfit  houses  was  taken  in  respect  of  37  to 
63,  High  Street,  Saltney  and  2 to  14,  Shotton  Lane,  Shotton,  and  1 to  8, 
Radcliffe  Row,  Pentre,  Queensferry.  The  Minister  subsequently  confirmed 
the  Clearance  Orders  on  these  properties  with  amendment. 

We  are  still  experiencing  great  difficulty  in  finding  reliable  demolition 
contractors  especially  in  relation  to  the  demolition  of  individually  unfit 
houses  where  the  owners  have  failed  to  carry  out  their  obligation  in  this 
respect.  This  situation  leaves  scars  on  the  landscape  not  to  mention  the 
danger  that  can  be  present  where  such  dwellings  abut  the  highway.  They 
also  prove  far  too  attractive  as  “adventure  playgrounds”  for  young  children.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Three  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  operate  within  the  area  of  this 
Authority,  namely  The  Central  Flintshire  Water  Board,  The  Chester  Water- 
works Company  and  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company. 

It  is  a statutory  duty  of  local  authorities  to  determine  the  sufficiency 
and  purity  of  water  supplies  to  their  districts  and  where  supplies  are  found 
to  be  unsuitable  and  insufficient,  to  insist  on  connection  to  a main  supply 
where  such  supply  is  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the  property. 

A scheme  to  take  a mains  supply  to  the  Black  Mountain  area  of 
Treuddyn  is  under  consideration  which  if  implemented  will  take  water  into 
some  18  dwelling  houses  in  that  locality.

It  is  time  to  say  that  the  above  Act  provided  the  first  ever  satisfactory 
means  of  control  over  caravans  and  the  sites  used  for  them.  This  degree 
of  control  was  long  overdue  since  their  siting  and  use  had  taxed  Local 
Authorities  since  the  War  but  particularly  in  the  late  1950’s  when  so  many 
uncontrolled  sites  had  mushroomed  throughout  the  Country. 

There  is,  therefore,  today  a wide  measure  of  enforceable  control  of 
caravans  and  their  sites  both  from  the  planning  and  public  health  view 
point,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  where  both  methods  of  control  are  avail- 
able, both  should  be  used. 
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One  caravan  site  in  the  district,  planned  to  accommodate  186  caravans 
is  progressing  on  an  agreed  phased  development  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
38  had  been  sited  and  occupied. 

During  the  year  119  visits  were  made  relating  to  preliminary  surveys, 
site  works,  drainage,  re-inspections,  etc. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  1.530  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  staff  in 
connection  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse. 

The  implementation  of  the  third  phase  of  the  vehicle  replacement 
programme,  inaugurated  in  1965,  saw  the  inclusion  of  one  ‘35’  cu.yd.  Karrier 
Ramillies  Continuous  Compression  loading  refuse  collection  vehicle  into 
the  transport  fleet.

Karrier  Gamecocks  — petrol  powered  side  loaders,  but 
one  of  these  vehicles  was  used  exclusively  throughout  the  year  on  soil 
transportation  in  providing  daily  cover  at  both  tipping  sites. 

Two  important  landmarks  can  be  recorded  in  refuse  collection  during 
this  year. 

1.  The  Government  Working  Party  published  their  Report  on  Refuse 
Storage  and  Collection  and  came  down  firmly  in  favour  of  the 
Paper  Sack  Method  of  collection  stating  that  with  the  system  of 
dustless  loading  (which  involves  expensive  lifting  and  other  equip- 
ment as  an  integral  part  of  the  vehicle  and  therefore,  in  my  opinion, 
unsuitable  and  unnecessary  for  our  kind  of  Local  Authority)  it 
afforded  the  best  system  of  collection  that  could  be  obtained  in 
the  foreseeable  future.  The  Paper  Sack  System  is  undoubtedly 
more  hygienic  and  of  equal  importance  it  makes  the  work  of 
collection  a much  cleaner  task  for  the  employees  engaged  in  this 
service. 

2.  This  Council  decided  to  initiate  a Paper  Sack  system  of  collection 
on  their  sites  at  Penarlag  and  Ewloe,  Saltney,  Shotton  and  Aston 
involving  some  1,849  properties.  There  have  been  very  few  com- 
plaints which  were  dealt  with  immediately,  and  no  further  similar 
incidents  have  occurred.  I believe  the  system  has  been  an  un- 
qualified success  and  if  and  when  full  implementation  of  all  houses 
is  accomplished  I feel  sure  we  will  have  gone  a long  way  to  solving 
our  labour  problems. 

Two  Disposal  Sites  are  available  in  the  District; — 

1.  Shotton  Lane  Tip  which  takes  all  the  refuse  collected  from  Deeside. 

This  year  saw  the  purchase  of  a new  L.50  Weatherill  mechanical  shovel 
which  was  acquired  to  replace  the  David  Brown  50  TD  track  machine  which 
had  become  inactive  due  to  the  non-availability  of  spare  parts  since  the 
manufacturers  had  ceased  to  produce  this  machine. 

It  was  never  truer  that  “necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention”  in  relation 
to  the  conservation  of  tipping  space  at  this  Tip.  Every  ton  of  cover  required 
during  the  year  to  exercise  daily  mechanical  control  has  been  obtained 
from  within  the  perimeter  of  the  site  by  excavating  broken  down,  sterile 
refuse  tipped  some  ten  to  twelve  years  previously.  This  has  proved  to  be 
excellent  covering  material  and  I estimate  that  this  operation  has  increased 
the  life  of  the  tip  by  approximately  five  years. 
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2.  Willow  Tip,  Hope  which  takes  in  refuse  for  the  rural  area  of  the 
District. 

During  the  year  the  Weatherill  L.6I.B.  mechanical  shovel  continued  to 
exercise  daily  control  on  this  site,  which  in  addition  to  levelling  and  covering 
each  day’s  tipping  also  assisted  in  preparing  one  section  of  the  tip  for  what 
I hope  will  be  its  ultimate  use  as  some  form  of  public  amenity. 

Here  again  it  was  unnecessary  to  purchase  cover  material  which  was 
obtained  exclusively  from  within  the  perimeter  of  the  site,  and  as  in  the 
case  at  Shotton  Lane,  the  estimated  life  of  this  tip  has  been  considerably 
extended. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Sand  and  Gravel  Quarry  at  Fagl  Lane  was  not 
completed  during  the  year  under  review  but  the  indication  was  that  this 
would  be  achieved  early  in  1968.  This  hold  up  in  transferring  the  Site  to 
our  ownership  has  meant  that  the  side  loading  refuse  collecting  vehicles 
have  become  older  and  although  one  has  been  engaged  in  soil  transportation 
during  the  year  I am  now  convinced  that  an  alternative  method  of  trans- 
portation of  soil  from  this  site  will  have  to  be  considered  earlier  than  was 
originally  anticipated. 

I am  again  happy  to  report  that  having  introduced  complete  daily 
mechanical  control  to  both  our  tipping  sites,  there  were  no  tip  fires  during 
the  whole  year.  I am  also  able  to  advise,  that  due  to  regular  spraying  of 
both  tips,  no  complaints  were  received  of  fly  nuisance. 

Rodent  infestation  on  the  tips  during  the  year  was  very  slight  but  this 
was  rapidly  brought  under  control  by  means  of  regular  baiting  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative. 

Total  number  of  days  lost  on  collection  and  disposal  was  1,257. 

This  loss,  through  sickness  and  other  absenteeism  is  abnormally  high, 
having  almost  doubled  from  that  experienced  during  1966,  and  if  this  is 
an  indication  of  the  likely  rate  of  absenteeism  in  future  years  then  very 
serious  thought  must  be  given  to  both  new  collecting  techniques  and  suit- 
able financial  rewards  if  this  very  vital  public  health  function  is  not  to  reach 
breaking  point.  I have  already  indicated  in  this  review  that  I believe  the 
Paper  Sack  System  will  offer  the  best  collecting  technique  but  if  the  service 
is  to  recruit  the  right  type  of  labour  in  the  cleaner  environment  offered 
by  the  Paper  Sack,  then  a far  better  basic  remuneration  will  need  to  be 
introduced. 

The  inability  to  recruit  sufficient  suitable  employees  in  an  effort  to 
attain  an  authorised  establishment,  coupled  with  this  alarmingly  high  rate 
of  absenteeism  is  the  most  serious  problem  that  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment has  to  contend  with  at  this  time. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  standards  of  food  hygiene  are  improving 
yet  no  branch  of  the  food  industry  can  afford  to  be  complacent  about  its 
progress.  Much  food  is  produced  under  near  aseptical  conditions  and  many 
food  manufacturers  protect  their  products  from  contamination  and  spoilage 
by  suitable  wrapping.  Little  open  food  can  be  seen  in  our  Supermarkets 
nowadays  where  even  fruit  and  vegetables  are  usually  prepacked  and  pre- 
weighed. If  the  food  is  protected  this  far,  then  those  persons  in  shops 
serving  food  and  the  prospective  purchaser  should  play  their  part  in  ensuring 
that  the  food  is  not  subjected  to  any  malpractice  before  it  is  finally  ingested. 

It  is  to  the  supervision  of  both  static  and  mobile  shops  in  relation  to 
food  hygiene  practices  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  employed  by  this 
Authority  devote  a considerable  amount  of  their  time.  They  are  often 
called  to  advise  on  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  1960  and  The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  and  to  enforce  their  requirements  where 
necessary.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1958 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  REGULATIONS  1958 

The  slaughter  of  animals  is  regularly  carried  out  at  the  two  licenced 
premises  and  these  seem  to  serve  the  need  for  slaughtering  facilities  in  this 
area. 

The  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  after  his  annual  inspection  of  the  Slaughterhouses  again  highly  com- 
plimented the  Council  on  the  standards  of  hygiene  and  structure  contained 
therein. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses  regarding 
the  cleanliness  and  repair  of  the  premises  and  equipment,  hygienic  practices, 
personal  hygiene  and  conduct  in  the  slaughtering  processes. 

During  the  year  a renewal  of  a Knackers  Yard  Licence  was  issued  in 
respect  of  premises  at  River  Lane,  Saltney.  Since  no  slaughtering  facilities 
are  available  at  the  premises,  the  licence  is  only  in  respect  of  the  flaying 
and  dressing  the  carcasses  of  animals,  the  flesh  of  which  is  NOT  intended 
for  human  consumption.

These  Acts  and  Regulations  are  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  cruelty 
and  ensuring  that  no  animals  shall  be  slaughtered  in  a slaughterhouse  except 
by  a person  licenced  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  licences  of  15  slaughtermen  were  renewed  during  the  year. 
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Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses,  under 
the  above  Acts  and  Regulations.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  water  supplies  and  bedding,  etc.,  in  the  lairages. 
Animals  were  not  kept  long  enough  in  the  lairages  to  require  feeding  as 
required  by  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations.

INSPECTION  OF  OTHER  FOODS 

During  the  year  frequent  visits  were  made  to  various  retail  shops  and 
warehouses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  other  foods.  I feel  that  it  is  again 
pertinent  to  note  that  the  vast  majority  of  food  condemned  was  due  to 
damage  sustained  to  food  stuffs  whilst  in  transit,  the  failure  to  refrigerate 
displays,  and  storage  facilities  in  shops. 

The  proportion  of  foodstuffs  condemned  from  ‘sound’  containers  was 
relatively  small  which  reflects  the  success  of  modern  methods  of  food 
preservation  and  packaging.
